WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (UP)— 
President Truman today renewed 
his fight for stronger anti-infla- 
tion controls with a request that 
Congress cast aside “weak” eco- 
nomic laws which threaten to 
“Capehartize” the entire price 
structure. 

Truman, in a lengthy message 
asking for a two-year extension 
of the Defense Production Act, 
concentrated his criticism of the 
present law on three amend- 
ments—including one by Senator 
Homer E. Capehart (Rep.), Indi- 
ana—which were added to the 
law last year over the President's 
epposition.

Third Career Diplomat 
to Be Investigated by/ 


State Department Re- 
view Board.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (AP)— 
The State Department said today 
O. Edmund Clubb, foreign serv- 
ice officer, nas been cleared by a 
department loyalty and security 
board but will resign, effective 
today. 

Clubb was the third career 
diplomat to be investigated by 
the department’s loyalty and re- 
view board. The others were 
John S. Service and John P. Da- 
vies Jr. Both Service and Davies 
were cleared by the board and 
Davies since has resumed his 
duties. : 

However, the President’s spe- 
cial loyalty board later found 
grounds for doubt of Service’s 
loyalty and he was dismissed 
from the department. Service 
now is seeking to have his case 
reviewed. 

Clubb, Davies and Service were 
among 26 State Department aids 
named by Senator- McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, last summer as 
undergoing Joyalty checks. 

The diplomat was head of the 
Chinese affairs division when he 
was suspended from active duty 
last summer. 

Press Officer Michael J. Mc- 
Dermott said that Clubb is re- 
tiring voluntarily. 

Among the high State Depart- 
ment jobs which Clubb has held 
was as American consul general 
at Peiping. 

McDérmott told reporters he 
understood the verdict will be 
referred to the President's loyal- 
ty board- But that it probably 
would review the case only if 
Clubb decides to re-enter govern- 
ment service. 

Clubb; 50 years old, is leaving 
a $12,400-a-year post for a re- 
tirement salary that will net him 
somewhat less than half that

TOKYO, Feb. 11 (AP)—Maj. 
George A. Davis Jr., the United 


States’s leading jet ace, was shot 
down over Korea’s “MIG Alley” 
and presumably killed Sunday 
after shooting down two more 
Communist MIGs in his last air 
battle, Far East Air Forces an- 
nounced today. 
Davis had a total record of 21 
planes shot down—1l11 MIGs and 
three Communist light bombers 
in Korea—and seven’ Japanese 
planes in World War II. 
Although there was little doubt 
that the 3l-year-old jet ace from 
Lubbock, Tex., was dead, Air 
Force officials reported him as 
missing in action. 

His Plane Seen to Crash. 

His plane was seen to crash 
after being hit and no parachute 
was seen in the air.or on. the 
ground, the Air Force said. 

Davis and his wingman, Lt. 
William W, Littlefield of Louis- 
ville, Ky., spotted a flight of 
MIGs about 8 a.m. Sunday and 
broke away from the rest of 
squadron. Davis had just com- 
pleted a pass with Littlefield 
through a flight of 10 M!IGs when 
enemy fire struck his Sabre jet. 
Apparently Davis was unable to 
regain control. 

Davis became the fifth United 
States jet ace of the Korean war 
Nov, 30 when he downed three 
TU-2 
and one MIG in a big air battle

BR. Adm. C. Turner Joy also 
told the Reds, in effect, to give 
up any idea of séttling other 
Asian problems at a Korean 
peace conference. 

“If it is your view that the 
commanders must make inappro- 
priate recommendations, then the 
U.N. command delegation will be 
opposed to any recommendations 
being made,” he said. 

The Allies previously have 
made it clear that unless both 
sides agree on recommendations 
none can be made. Negotiators 
have agreed to discuss withdraw- 
al of foreign troops from Korea 
and peaceful settlement of the 
Korean question. 

Session on Delegations. 

Joy’s statement came during a 
95-minute session of the full 
armistice delegations on Agenda 
item Five —recommendations to 
governments involved. 

He declared that by the Com- 
mufists’ own standards Red 
China is not eligible to take part 
in a post-armistice peace confer- 
ence. é 

Toy pointed out that Chinese 
troops fighting in Korea always 
have been labeled volunteers both 
by Red China and North Korea. 
He said the Communists have ar- 
gued that the appearance of vol- 
unteer units in Korea was “‘com- 
pletely unrelated to any 0 icial 
‘action on the part of their politi- 
cal authorities.” 

“Clearly,” Joy said, “the 
People’s Republic of China would 
not qualify under your criterion.” 

Joy was replying to Sunday’s 
statement by North Korean Gen. 
Nam Il attacking an Allied pro- 
posal that recommendations for a 
peace settlement be sent to the 
United Nations as a whole. Nam 
argued that “many members of 
the’ U.N. are violently opposed to 
the’ war in Karea.” 

U.N. Offer on D.P. Problem. 

At'a later staff officers’ meet- 
ing the Allies offered condition- 
ally to give up their demand that 
neutral teams interview displaced 
civilians to determine whether 
they want to live in North or 
South Korea. 

The U.N. asked the Reds to 
spell out the exact duties of the 
proposed committee on prisoner 
exchange .and joint Red Cross 
teams which would help with the 
program. 

Both sides have agreed on the 
approximate composition of the 
two groups. The Allies want to 
give each specific tasks, while the 
Refs want only to outline their 
assignments. 

Communist staff officers work- 
ing on truce supervision offered 
to accept the Allied proposal that 
10: neutral inspection teams su- 
pervise a Korean truce. In re- 
tumn, the Reds asked the Allies 
to accept inspection at three 
ports of entry on either side 
rather than eight as the U.N,

U.N. to Take Part as an ‘Entity.’ 

Adm. Joy told Red negotiators 
the United Nations fighting in 
Korea would be represented in 
the final Korean settlement by 
thé U.N. as an “entity.” 

He said that if the Reds con- 
tinue to pose objections to specif- 
ically naming the United Nations, 
the best solution would be to 
eliminate all names of govern- 
ments or authorities. That would 
leave each side free to send the

Short Service at Hall. 


The Queen, with her mother 
and sister, remained at Sucking- 
ham palace only a few minutes. 
Then the Queen, now accom- 
panied by her 84-year-old grand- 
mother as well as by her mother 
and sister, left the great stone 
palace to attend the short service 
at Westminster Hall. 


At the door of the hall waited 
the Archbishop of York, second 
ranking prelate of the Church of 
England, acting for the ailing 
Archbishop of Canterbury; the 
Lord Chamberlain, and the Duke 
of Norfolk, the hereditary Earl 
Marshal of Britain. 

After the coffin was placed 
atop the catafalque, the Arch- 
bishop of York conducted a brief 
service and then the officers of 
the crown led the royal family 
out of the hall. 

The public will be admitted to 
Westminster Hall to view the 
King’s body starting at 8 a.m. to- 
morrow, 

Queen at Church Service, 


Queen Elizabeth and her family 
prayed quietly at a simple service 
this morning in the little six- 
teenth century Church of St. 
Mary Magdalene on the royal 
estate, where the body had rested 
since Friday night. 

Then, to the skirl of mournful 
bagpipes, the new sovereign and 
the other members of the family 
accompanied the coffin on its 
horsedrawn gun carriage to the 
railroad station in a funeral pro- 
cession along the winding road 
lined by thousands of country- 
men. 

Elizabeth’s black limousine 
drew up under a canopy outside 
the royal family’s private waiting 
room, 

In the car with her were her 
mother, Queen Mother Elizabeth, 
and her younger sister, Princess 
Margaret. All were dressed in 
black with heavy veils almost to 
their shoulders. 


The train of 10 coaches pro- 
ceeded at 35-mile-an-hour speed. 
The 40 stations along the 103- 
mile route to London were all 
closed tight. 

Simple Service at Church.

Morris, a New York attorney 
named by Attorney General J. 
Howard McGrath to conduct the 
federal inquiry, asked Peterson to 
head his staff of investigators. 

Peterson said he was too busy 
witA efforts to clean up Chicago’s 
own gang-politics scandal to help 
Morris. 

“It is my sentiment and the 
sentiment of the Chicago Crime 
Cemmission that the local situa- 
tion requires my uninterrupted 
presence here,” Peterson said. 

A storm of civic indignation 
was stirred Wednesday when 
Charles Gross, a Republican can- 
didate for committeeman of the 
Thirty-first Ward of Chicago, was 
murdered in gang style. 

Peterson, 47-year-old former 
head of Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation offices in St. Louis, Bos- 
ton, and other cities, has become 
an acknowledged expert on 
rackets and racketeering and is 
regarded as a walking encyclo- 
pedia on organized crime.

The toll since the first practice 


| phase of the exertise started a 


month ago rose to nine dead and 
117 injured. 

Four of those who died yester- 
day were crewmen of a C-46 
transport loaded with paratroop- 
ers, which crashed in taking off 
from Wheeler-Sack Airfield. Five 
others were injured seriously 
enough to require hospitalization. 

The nose of the plane was 
ripped apart by the impact, but 
the passenger section. in which 
32 fully-equipped soldiers were 
riding was damaged only slightly. 
Camp officials said safety belts 
undoubtedly saved many lives. 

The twin-engine craft went into 
a sharp, banked turn as it was 
airborne and cartwheeled when 
a wingtip struck the ground. 

Two men were killed and five 

were hospitalized when a truck 
participating in the maneuvers 
was struck by a freight train at 
a grade crossing. 
The third paratrooper to die 
in jump accidents since the start 
of the exercise was killed shortly 
after the plane crash. 

Nine others were injured. 

Army officials insisted they 
could not state the cause of 
death, but they did permit an 
officer who witnessed the acci- 
dent to say that there was no 
equipment failure and that the 
man’s chute had opened. 

Airborne experts do not con- 
sider the casualties in jumps of 
Exercise Snowfall unusually high. 
An officer said that in yester- 
day’s operation, during which al- 
most 2500 men jumped, the total 
casualty rate was less than 1 per 
cent, involving all types of acci- 
dents, running from minor 
sprains to a death.

BENTON, Ill, Feb. 11— The 
operators of Orient Mine No. 2 
will comply with the ventilation 
provisions of the federal safety 
code if they reopen the biast- 
torn mine in which 119 men were 
killed last Dec. 21, the Illinois 
Mining Investigation Commission 
was informed today. 

Testifying at a hearing on the 
disaster, John R. Foster, superin- 
tendent of the mine, near West 
Frankfort, declared: 

“Conditions in the mine are 
still uncertain, and it is undeter- 
mined when or if the mine will 
reopen. If the mine reopens, we 
will comply with federal regula- 
tions which require the sealing of 
abandoned working areas.” 

Criticized by U.S. Inspectors. 

Before the disaster federal in- 
spectors had criticized the mine’s 
ventilation system, but lacked 
power to force compliance with 
their recommendations. They as- 
seried that ventilation of work- 
ing areas with air that had passed 
through abandoned areas created 
- the dariger of spreading highly 
inflammable methane gas. 

The operators, the Chicago, 
« Wilmington & Franklin Coal Co., 
had contended the federal recom- 
mendation that abandoned areas 
be sealed or ventilated with a 
separate current of air was “con- 
troversial.” 

In this connection Foster testi- 
fied, “It is the judgment of the 
operators, the mine union and 
the State Mines Department that, 
under the conditions in this (the 
West Frankfort) field, it is safer 
to ventilate abandoned panels 
rather than seal them.”

SUN AND PARTIAL 
ECLIPSE OF MOON 
VISIBLE AT ONCE 


The earth’s shadow struck the 
face of the moon a glancing blow 
yesterday, shaving away about 
nine per cent of the pale white 
disk’s diameter at the height of 
the only lunar eclipse to be 
visible here in-1952. There will 
be no eclipse of the sun here 
this year. 

For alert and knowing watchers 
of the skies, slightness of the 
phenomenon was compensated for 
by a meteorological rarity. Sun- 
set came at 5:33 p.m. For at 
least 10 minutes earlier, in level 
terrain, both sun and partly 
eclipsed moon were visible at the 
same time. 

This preliminary phase began 
at 4:06 p.m., when the moon 
entered the earth’s penumbra. 
The pneumbra, which surrounds 
the umbra, or central shadow, 
causes a slight darkening marked 
by gentle gradations, the darkest 
closest to the umbra itself. 

The eclipse proper started it 
6:03 p.m., when the inner shadow 
reached the moon’s face. It at- 
tained its climax at 6:39 p.m. and 
ended at 7:15 p.m.

ZURICH, Switzerland, Feb. 11

PLANS FOR APRON 
AREA AT AIRPORT 
10 BE PUSHED 


Rush Necessary to Get 
U.S. Aid for Project for 
Proposed Administra- 


St. Louis will” begin immedi- 
ately to complete plans for a 
$1,000,000 apron area for the pro- 
posed new administration build- 
ing at Lambert-St. Louis Field, 
in order to be assured of fed- 
eral funds for the project, Chair- 
man Conway Bi Briscoe of the 
Municipal Airport Commission 
announced today. 

Designs of the apron must be 
completed, and approval of the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration 
must be obtained before June 30, 
Briscoe said. Otherwise, an allo- 
cation of $379,500 in federal 
funds to help defray cost will be 
withdrawn. 

In addition to the amount allo- 
cated under the federal aid to air- 
ports program, the city has avail- 
able about $121,000 in other Gov- 
ernment funds. The remaining 
$500,000 will come from city 
funds in the airport bond issue. 

Briscoe said that the apron de- 
signs might be altered slightly 
later to conform with plans for 
the administrative building. 
These plans have been held in: 
abeyance because of changing 
airport designs. 

The apron will be constructed 
of 14-inch reinforced concrete, 
according to tentative designs. 
Grading and drainage already 
have been completed. The new 
building will be just east of the 
Naval Air Station on Natural 
Bridge road.

DUE TO BRING CARGO 
HERE NEXT MONTH 


A 600-ton ocean-going freighter, 
the Uni-E, is scheduled to arrive 
at St. Louis about the middle of 
March with a load of mahogany 
and sugar from Cuba and Central 


America, Frank J. McDevitt, 
president of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, announced yesterday. 

The ship, owned by the Inter-

The canal project, part of a 
program authorized by Congress 
in 1946, was designed to alleviate 
the navigation bottleneck between 
the Great Lakes and the Missis- 
sippi river but was never com- 
pleted. 

Would Relieve Congestion. 

Millions of tons of the grow- 
ing freight load coming from the 
South Chicago-Gary (Ind.) area 
would move over the [Illinois- 
Mississipp?t waterway if the proj- 
ect were finished, Johnson said. 

This would relieve congestion 
now taxing highways and rail- 
ways, Johnson declared. The 
area’s expanding production as- 
sures an increasing volume of 
freight, he said. 

To use the waterway now, In- 
land Steel’s barges designed for 
river use must make a hazardous

TREASURY’S FIXED 
‘OVERHEAD’ FOR 1953 
IS $15,574,900,000 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (AP)— 
The Treasury's fixed “overhead” 
—money the Government is obli- 
gated to pay—will amount to $15.,- 
574,900,000 for the 1953 fiscal 
year starting July 1. Of this, 
$6,150,000,000 will go te pay the 
interest on the public debt alone. 
This is an increase of $300,000,- 
000 over the previous year. 

Secretary of the Treasury John 
W. Snyder of St. Louis requested 
a total of $16,267,900,000 to fi- 
nance the Treasury Department 
for the coming fiscal year. His 
testimony to a House Appropri- 
ations Committee was made pub- 
lic today. 

All but $693,900,000, however, 
+goes for fixed charges and statu- 
tory obligations over which the 
Treasury has no administrative 
control. The $693,900,000 is to 
finance the operations of the 
Treasury, Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau, the mint and related agen- 
cies. 

Snyder said the fixed charges 
represent 96 per cent of total re- 
quirements requested by his de- 
partment. 

In addition to the more than 
| Six billion dollars interest on’the 
public debt, Snyder needs such 
other substantial sums as $5,999,- 
200,000 for transfer to govern- 
ment trust funds, and $2,799,000,- 
000 for tax and custom refunds. 


MAN WITH ‘TICKING’ IN HEAD

CHEYENNE, Feb. 11 (AP)—

Some Leaders Reported to Favor 
Striking Red China if Talks Fail 


Other Top U.S. Officials Are Said to Oppose 
Wider Conflict, Citing Military Needs in 


Europe.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (AP). 
OME Unéted States policymakers were reported authoritatively 


today to favor limited military 


action directly against Red China 


if the Korean truce talks collapse. 

This course, however, has by no means won general acceptance 
at top levels. In fact, there is understood to be considerable differ- 
ence of opinion as to what policy should be pursued. 


Some officials are reported 
holding to the view that the 
United States should avoid any 
wider conflict with the Reds in 
the Far East than that to which 
it is already committed in Korea. 
This is understood to be the pol- 
icy favored by Britain and France 
and other United Nations allies. 


Consideration of what to do in 
event of a collapse of negotiations 
is going forward despite a mod- 
erate optimism here over the 
chances for getting an armistice. 
The. optimism is based partly on 
a top-level military estimate that 
the Reds want to get the war over 
with and partly on evidence in 
recent days that they seem to be 
willing to let the negotiations 
make progress. 

Three Big Issues. 


Three big ‘issues must be re- 
solved before a cease-fire can be 
agreed on: 

1. Whether the prisoners of 
war held by each side are to be 
exchanged forcibly or voluntarily. 
The Reds have insisted on the 
forcible return. The United Néa- 
tions have demanded a voluntary 
return system. The United States 
position is that the U.N. is morally 
bound to protect those prisoners 
who surrendered on promise of 
protection. 


2. Whether some formula can 
be worked out to prevent a 
buildup of airpower in North Ko- 
rea after an armistice becomes 
effective. 

3. Whether a post-armistice po- 
litical conference on which both 
sides now agree should deal with 
broad Far Eastern issues like the 
future of Formosa as the Reds 
propose, or be limited to purely 
Korean questions, as the United 
States wants. 

Theoretically, any one of these 
issues could cause the talks to 
break down. Actually it is felt 
here that they will succeed or 
fail depending on whether the 
Communists, like the United Na- 
tions, are really trying to get 
peace in Korea or whether they 
have simply been buying time to 
mass strength for some new op- 
eration this spring. 

In any event it is felt here now 


that a showdown may be reached 
in a few weeks. 
Several lines of action are un- 
cen ee Ce 
Oo get a truce fall through. 
They include: 
1. Resumption of full-scale war 
within Korea. This, as officials 


generally assumed here that 
neither the U.N. nor the Com- 
munist nations would commit the 
forces necessary to try for a com- 
plete victory in Korea. 

2. Military harassment of Red 
China. This could take any of 
several forms. It could mean 
bombing of the Red air bases in 
Manchuria north of the Yalu, air 
strikes against military targets 
in China proper as well as Man- 
churia, and naval surface and air 
bombardments of military instal- 
lations in China’s extensive and 
vulnerable coastal area. 

3. Naval blockade of the China 
coast, aimed at cutting off all 
trade and redu¢ing coastal navi- 
gation to a minimum. 

4. Taking the wraps off 
Chiang Kai-shek. This would 
present Red China with ‘the 
threat of an invasion of its main- 
land by Chiang’s Nationalist 
troops on Formosa and, some au- 
thorities believe, would force the 
Reds to redistribute their mili- 
tary strength to protect coastal 


areas. 
Argument Against Wider War. 

Informed officials said the 
major argument advanced against 
deciding on any of these actions 
which would widen the war in 
the Far East is that it would im- 
pose heavy new demands of 
United States air and naval 
power for possibly inconclusive 
results—at a time when the mili- 
tary buildup in Europe is of ut- 
most importance. 

On the other side, they cited 
the argument that, once prospects 
for a negotiated peace are ex- 
hausted, action directly against 
Red China—or the threat of such 
action—offers about the only 
means of trying to force the end 
of an otherwise interminable war

Rivers and Bosses 

The phrase President Truman used in refer- 
ring to the New Hampshire preferential pri- 
mary, where he and Senator Kefauver of Ten- 
messee are entered—‘“Let the river take its 
course”—was a favorite of his first mentor, Boss 
Tom‘ Pendergast of Kansas City. It was what 
Pendergast said when he broke with Gov. Lloyd 
C. Stark after 1936. 

Strange that the President should have used 
the Pendergast phrase—or maybe it wasn't. 
Strange, too, that a pet phrase of a onetime Kan- 
sas City boss should be so similar to a pet phrase 
of a onetime Memphis boss, E. H. Crump. “T’ll 
go to the river with you,” Ed Crump is fond of 
saying. Meaning, “I’ll go all-out.” 

Perhaps it comes of a feeling on the part of a 
boss of a river town that he not only runs the 
town but the river, too. Roll on, thou deep and 
dark blue ocean, roll, by special arrangement. A 
feeling, we trust, that will always stay far away 
from the door of the No. 1 man on the Potomac. 
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For Standing by the Law? 

David V. Lansden, lawyer in Cairo, Ill., and 
member of one of the old families of that com- 
munity, has been charged with conspiracy in 
state warrants, along with seven other defend- 
ants, including two representatives of the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People. 

The charges grow out of the movement in 
Cairo to eliminate segregation in public schools. 
Under Illinois law, state aid funds can be with- 
held from a school district which practices seg- 
regation in violation of the Illinois Constitution. 
Thus the signers of the warrants propose to pe- 
nalize Mr. Lansden and the others named in the 
warrants for supporting the Illinois law. 

This is almost a carbon copy of the bizarre 
twist in Cicero where indictments were brought 
against the victims and not against the leaders 
of a mob. Surely Cairo is too proud of its good 
name to permit Mr. Lansden and the others 
named with him to be harassed for standing 
above prejudice and for enforcement of the law. 
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Too Close to People? 

The compounded tragedy of the third plane 
crash within two months at Elizapeth, N. J., is 
made more bitter by the fact that in two of the 
three crashes—including that of Sunday night 
—the principal factor was simply the location of 
Newark airport in a densely populated region. 

The Jan. 22 crash in which Former Secretary 
of War Robert P. Patterson and 29 others died 
occurred when a plane was attempting a radar 
landing in heavy weather. That kind of tragedy 
can be averted by prohibiting instrument land- 
ings which require the plane to come in over 
a heavily populated region. If necessary, such 
landings could be banned altogether and planes 
sent to other airports. 

But the Dec. 16 crash and the latest one 
were different. They occurred when planes in- 
curred engire trouble shortly after taking off 
from Newark airport. There may well have 
been failures of ground inspection which per- 
mitted the engines to fail, and those responsi- 
ble for any such delinquency must of course 
be held to strict account. 

But despite the best of inspection and main- 
tenance, some engine failures presumably will 
occur. At Newark the tragic fact is that when 
they occur not only those aloft but hundreds 
of terrified citizens on the ground are endan- 
gered. And nothing can be done about this 
except to ban the location of airports near 
built-up urban sections. 

Newark airport has been temporarily closed, 
as it was bound to be after this latest horror 
in which an apartment house as well as a fall- 
ing plane was involved. Yet what happened at 
Elizabeth could happen at many airports around 
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less, but by now it is fairly clear that they, too, 
have no taste for such a bargain. And there have 
been several indications recently that the Ameri- 
can thumb also will be turned down. 

Important as German components may be to 
Gen. Eisenhower’s European army, the whole- 
hearted support of Britain and France is even 
more important. Gen. Eisenhower himself rec- 
ognized this when he temporarily shelved the 
question. Should this be done again? 

Or would it play into Russian hands? That 
Moscow is willing to go far to prevent German 
rearming seems indicated by the very consider- 
able concessions it offers toward the compro- 
mise of a reunification of East and West Ger- 
many. This, of course, is the major objective of 
almost all German politicians. Many Germans 
now would gladly forego arms for reunion. 

Could the West afford a demilitarized Reich 
in central Europe? Could Russia be trusted to 
respect it? Or must present plans be carried out 
regardless of the German politicians? Must the 
relaxing Allied control over West Germany be 
tightened up again? But if so, to what extent 
could the occupying powers count on German 
conscripts? 

These are not easy questions. But the Ger- 
mans have raised them. The Pandora’s box is 
open. The Allies must grapple with the problem. 
In doing so, let them be alert to incline the Ger- 
mans more to the West and not away from it. 
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How to Keep People Saving 

Economics is never an exact science because 
you never can tell what people are going to do. 
During the latter part of last year a great many 
Americans suddenly decided to start saving 
more instead of spending more, and that is a 
major reason why inflationary pressures let up— 
temporarily at least. It follows that if people 
this year suddenly decide to quit saving and 
start spending, those pressures will be renewed. 

Roger L. Putnam, Director of Economic Sta- 
bilization, warned against this possibility in a 
St. Louis speech. Mr. Putnam believes that one 
reason for the letup in consumer buying was 
the consumer’s confidence that the Government’s 
stabilization policy would hold prices in check. 
Since people felt that prices were not going to get 
out of hand, they were in no hurry to translate 
money into goods. 

Mr. Putnam may or may not be right about 
that, but he certainly is right in saying that a 
drastic weakening of the stabilization structure 
at. this point might persuade consumers that 
they had better start buying before prices go up 
again. Such addition to demand from con- 
sumers, coming on top of a steadily rising de- 
fense demand from Government, would present 
a grave inflationary threat. 

If for psychological reasons alone, then, it is 
vitally necessary to extend the legislative au- 
thority for price and wage controls and, at the 
administrative level, to keep both price and 
wage stabilization vigorous and effective. 

Mr. Putnam’s confidence that a steel settle- 
ment can be reached within sound standards of 
stabilization is welcome. The steel workers, the 
steel industry, and the country as a whole have 
a tremendous stake in such a settlement. 
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Senator Frieze in the Clear 
State Senator Arkley W. Frieze has telephoned 
the Post-Dispatch from his home in Carthage to 
say that he is not one of those who is holding 


up the bill to eliminate the outmoded, inefficient 


concession system at Missouri's state parks. 

Senator Frieze says he favors the bill and 
thinks the majority members of the committee 
should see that it is reported out favorably 
while the Legislature is still in session.

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To Cope With Joseph P. Kamp

He defied simi- 
lar efforts by the House Lobby Investigating, 
Committee to ascertain the sources of his in- 
come in 1950 and his present acquittal relates 
to that instance. 

Kamp is venomously opposed to all the re- 
forms achieved in the New Deal, and is a rabid 
anti-Semite. The Anti-Defamation League’s book, 
“A Measure of Freedom,” by Arnold Forster, 
says of him:

Missouri’s Bloody Highway

“Bloody 66” is the name given Mis- 
souri’s highway past Ft. Leonard Wood by 
Maj. Gen. S. D. Sturgis. And, judging by 
the rate of construction progress, Gen. 
Sturgis sees no hope for a reasonably safe 
highway short of ten years. 


For obvious reasons, Gen. Sturgis con- 
fines his indignation to Highway 66. That 
is the route used by soldiers under his 
command for week-end trip; fo St. Louis 
*and Springfield. At an appalling rate they 
are being taken from the scenes of wreck- 
age to hospitals and morgues. 


With equal justice you could speak of 
“Bloody 40” or “Bloody 71.” Anywhere 
that major traffic follows a narrow con- 
crete slab it leaves a trail of death scenes, 
civilians or soldiers, children, middle-aged 
adults or old people. A very large share 
of the terrible highway accidents come 
from head-on collisions that are virtually 
unknown on modern divided highways. 


But to many persons in or out of the 
Legislature these disasters are not import- 
ant. The big thing is Missouri's lowest 
gasoline tax and some of the lowest truck 
fees in the United States. By this economy 
people who spend $500 to $1000 a year to 
use a motor car can save $5 or $10 a year 
from gas taxes. Hundreds of people die 
but we are getting the deaths at a bargain. 


Maybe the average person doesn’t think 
he and the members of his family are go- 


ing to be killed. At least they haven't been 
killed yet. So, what the heck? - 

Everybody who uses the old highways 
runs into a multitude of delays. It is the 
familiar story of waiting behind a slow, 
30-mile car for a clear space to pass, fre- 
quently in a long line.

PRATES SEIZE BRITISH 
SHP NEAR FORMOSA 


Get Up to $10,000 Ransom 
for Captain and American 
Diplomat. 


HONG KONG, Feb. 11 (AP)— 
Hong Kong naval sources re- 
ported tonight the Indochina 


Steam Navigation Co, steamer 
Wingsang was attacked by pirates 
and paid up to $10,000 ransom to 
free its captain and an American 
diplomat -who were held as 
hostages. 

The diplomat was identified as 
Edward L. Stansbury of Watetr- 
bury, Conn., press attache of the 
United States embassy at Taipeh, 
Formosa. 

One member of the crew, a 
Chinese sailor, was reported 
wounded, but there were no de- 
tails. 

Latest advices to Hong Kong 
said the Wingsang had resumed 
its voyage to Formosa where it is 
due tomorrow. The 3500-ton ship 
with 80 passengers and general 
cargo aboard left Hong Kong 
Sunday for Formosa and was at- 
tacked tonight in the Formosa 
straits. 

A message received ms Hong 
Kong nfnaval sources said the 
Wingsang reported it was fired 
on by an armed junk. 

The captain, R. G. Stanton, and 
Stansbury were seized by the 
raiders. 

The message did not say if the 
full amount of $10,000 demanded 
by the raiders was paid, but the 
settlement appeared satisfactory 
because the two men were re- 
leased shortly. 

The British warship Cossack 
intercepted the message from the 
Wingsang and sped to the scene, 
200 miles distant, authorities said. 
The Wingsang was last reported 
off Communist-held Amoy on the 
south China coast.

Peter Finucane, traffic manager 
for a bakery, was one of five men 
who rescued Patterson, then an 
Army captain, from a shell hole 
in no mans’ land in the Argonne 
forest. Patterson, who was killed 
with 22 others in an American 
Airlines crash at Elizabeth last 
Jan. 22, left $200 to each of his 
rescuers in a will made public 
Saturday. 

“Part of the money he left me 
is going into a Patterson mem- 
orial at the Seventy-seventh Divi- 
sion clubhouse,” Finucane said. 
“He was a great friend all through 
the years.”

EVER before has it been so vitally important for each of 
Ne to be able to reason straight and true. We must learn 

to see the tricks and traps in arguments trying to convert 
us to this or that decision. Mere in the United States, where 
individuals can voice their views and influence those about 
them. without hindrance, it is imperative that each of us 
reason clearly. 

Doctors are interested in this, for they treat people as a 
whole rather than just the disease. Mental health springs in 
part from straight thinking, not fooled or fuddled by false 
ideas and arguments.

MANY PEOPLE are still vulnerable to certain common 
traps that snarl up straight thinking. You can avoid them 
and increase your mental health as well as your social safety 
if you watch out for these snares and traps. : 

One of the commonest traps that may fool you is the use 
of words with emotional significance—words which arouse 
feelings of Hate, fear or pleasure. For instance, calling a fat 
person “obese” arouses more feeling than using the word 
“overweight.” 

Your thinking is most likely to get into trouble when 
strongly emotional words are used as labels without proving 
them. Children deride this by saying “sticks and stones may 
break my bones but names can never hurt me.” But in adult 
life names and false labels can hurt. : 

We are so emotional about such words as Communist, 
Socialist, Red or fellow-traveler that just applying such words 
to someone is often enough to discredit hfm without any 
proof being necessary.

But the role of Philip as prince

In the days of Albert and Vic- 
toria, the British empire reached 
magnificent heights and truly was 
the empire on which “the sun 
never set.” 

It is a much smaller empire 
over which Elizabeth—in a new 
century—rules today. 

In the days, of Victoria, too, 
the British monarch wielded far 
more power than now. She and 
Albert made a forceful impact on 
history which Elizabeth and Philip 
cannot hope to match, ' 

Albert once wrote that “the 
position of prince consort requires 
that the husband should entirely 
sink his own existence in that of 
his wife.” Yet Albert wielded a 
tremendous influence on Victoria, 
and consequently on the affairs 
and fortunes of the empire. 

It has been said Albert’s in- 
fluence on affairs of state was so 
great that the Victorian Era might 
almost better have been called 
“the Albertian Age.” 

One incident alone is enough 
to show Albert’s strong role—an 
incident during the American 
Civil War which some historians 
believe may have prevented a new 
British-American conflict.

The Civil War sharply curtailed 
the flow of American cotton to 


British mills and large-scale un-

The contrast in the powers of 
the two princes also carries 
through into their personalities, 
and their husbandly demeanor. 


Philip set the tone for his 
royal marriage at a stag party 
with some of his sailor friends 
the night before his wedding to 
Elizabeth in Westminster Abbey, 
Nov. 20, 1947. 

Taking his leave, he quipped: 

“I must go. I've got a heavy 
date tomorrow that I wouldn't 
miss for the world.” 


Contrast Philip’s gay approach 
to his wedd day with that of 
“Albert the Good,” who wrote 
with reverent feeling just before 
his wedding: 

“In less than three hours, I 
shall stand before the altar with 
my dear bride. God help me.” 

Intimates report that Elizabeth 
and Philip remain “head over 
heels in love”’—despite the vast 
differences in their natures and 
upbringing and the new posi- 
tion to which the 25-year-old new 
Queen has so quickly been raised. 

Philip, the husky young sailor, 
can play poker or tell a salty 
story in the best tradition of the 
sea. He has traveled over the 
world and mingled with all class- 
es of people. 

Elizabeth, on the other hand, 
led a much more cloistered life.

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St. Louis Swimmer Becomes a ‘Frog Man’

HEN young Rod Messinger 
Wiesrnes to swim at Shaw 

Park pool one day back in 
1938, he could hardly dream that 
it would lead some day to his be- 
conting a “frog man,” chiefly be- 
cause back in 1938 there were no 
such things as frog men. World 
War II, which was to spawn this 
uniquely adventuresome branch 
of the service was still across the 
horizon and Roderick Messinger 
was 12 years old. 

Rod went on to become anh ex- 
ceptionally good swimmer. He 
became a member of the swim- 
ming team at Shaw pool and was 
on the St. Louis team which took 
fourth place in the National 
A.A.U, contests in 1941. Later he 
won prizes in other meets in the 
free style class, 50 to 400 meter 
races. All this was to stand him 
in good stead when, after volun- 
teering for the Underwater Dem- 
olition Team of the United States 
Navy, he was to undergo a train- 
ing period so gruelling that only 
40 per cent of those who aspire 
to become frog men make the 
grade, 

Lt. (j.g.) Messinger, now 25 
years old, and the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. C. W. Messinger of 5139 
Westminster place, has completed 
his frog man training at Naval 
Amphibious Base at Coronado, 
Calif., and has been assigned to 
duty with Underwater Demolition 
Team One. 

Lt. Messinger, according to the 
Navy Public Information Office, 
took “Hell Week” and “So Solly” 
day, both traditions of the service, 
in his stride. Hell Week, the 
sixth of the 15-week course, is the 
crucial point of the rigorous train- 
ing which UDT volunteers under- 
go to develop physical endurance, 
stamina and stability. It sepa- 
rates the men from the boys. 

Starting on a Monday, the week 
of tribulation mounts to a final 
crescendo of testing by the fol- 
lowing Saturday night. For those 
who make it, next day is called 
“So Solly” day, because the Navy 
is “So Solly” some of the polly- 
wogs didn’t make the grade. 

Lt. Messinger served four years 
in the Pacific during the last war 
and left the Navy with the rank 
of Ensign. In 1947 he married 
Miss Marjorie Bartram of Tulsa, 
Okla., and recently had been in 
business in Ypsilanti, Mich. A 
reserve officer, Messinger decided 
to volunteer last June, his father, 
C. W. Messinger, explained. 

“He sized the situation up, fig- 
ured he would be recalled any- 
way, and decided to go in volun- 
tarily so that he would have a 
choice.” 

He chose one of the most dif- 
ficult branches of the service.

from speeding small boats into 
the water several hundred yards 
from shore.

RAINING to become a frog 
man is so exhausting that it 
soon beats down all but the 
most stalwart. Trainees are di- 
vided into crews of seven men 
and from beginning of Hell Week 
to the end of the course they are 
in fierce competition with one an- 
other.

Launching their boats, the 
trainees staged a seven and a half 


' mile race to Fort Emory, por- 


taged across the strand and raced 
back to San Diego bay. Arriving 
at what is known as “Pickle 
Island,” a weed grown stretch of 
beach, they portaged to a jetty 
and paddied back to their first 
launching site. Then they picked 
up their boats and ran the half 
mile through loose sand to the 
starting point. They covered 19 
miles. 

It’s a punishing course of train« 
ing, the Navy admits, but points 
out that it is necessary to fit the 
frog men for endurance beyond 
the ordinary—for the seemingly 
impossible feats they are called 
on to perform. This has been 
demonstrated already in Korea. 

On the east coast of Korea dur- 
ing night raids 200 to 300 miles 
behind Red lines in the vicinities 
of Chonjin, Iwon and Koson, frog 
men carrying explosives on their 
backs swam ashore from all boats. 
Moving inland under cover of 
darkness they struck the main 
coastal railroad lines supplying 
the Red armies. The result was 
destruction of railroad tunnels 
and bridges that required months 
of repair before they could be 
used again to supply Red forces. 

Frog men landed from high 
speed transports off Pohang and 
demolished ‘railroad yards and 
troop barracks. On a raid near 
Kusan, 100 miles below Inchon, 
frog men were discovered by 
Communist patrols. For 30 fear- 
ful minutes they were pinned 
down on a narrow stretch of open 
beach by enemy gunfire, suffer- 
ing several casualties, before 
escaping into the sea. 

Now that he has successfully 
completed training and won his 
fins, Lt. Messinger is ready for 
duty with one of the Navy's 
toughest outfits.
